Perhaps  you  have  listened,  as  I  have,  to 
speakers  in  their  sermons  who  have  spoken 
repeatedly  of  our  existence  here  in  mortality 
as  "the  battle  of  life."  Have  you  ever 
tried  to  think  that  analogy  of  life  likened 
to  a  "battle?"  To  have  a  battle  as  we 
understand  it,  there  must  first  have  been  an 
issue  or  principle  over  which  opposing  forces 
contend,  each  force  under  the  generalship 
of  a  master  strategist  called  the  commanding 
officer.  To  be  successful  each  such  army 
must  train  its  soldiers  in  the  science  of  war, 
in  rigid  discipline,  and  have  each  fighting 
man  properly  outfitted  with  the  equipment 
and  the  weapons  of  war. 

Preachers  of  other  dispensations,  not  un- 
like the  preachers  of  our  day,  saw  and 
spoke  of  life  as  a  continuing  conflict  between 
opposing  forces.  The  Prophet  Isaiah  tells  of 
a  grievous  vision  that  came  to  him  in  which 
the  Lord  directed  him  to  set  a  watchman 
to  report  what  he  could  see  from  his  watch- 
tower.  As  the  watchman  in  the  vision 
obediently  reported  hour  after  hour  the 
coming  of  horsemen,  chariots,  lions,  etc.,  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  came  again  to  Isaiah  say- 
ing, "Watchman  what  of  the  night?" 
"Watchman  what  of  the  night?"  Thus,  the 
suggestion,  that  even  more  to  be  feared 
than  the  enemies  we  can  see  are  "the 
enemies  of  the  night,"  not  perceived  by 
physical  sight. 

In  full  accord  with  the  Prophet  Isaiah's 
vision  was  the  declaration  of  the  Master 
himself:  "Fear  not  them  which  kill  the 
body,  but  are  not  able  to  kill  the  soul;  but 
rather  fear  him  which  is  able  to  destroy 
both  soul  and  body  in  hell."  (Matt.  10:28) 

That  there  is  a  force  of  evil  in  the  world  is 
as  certain  as  that  there  is  being  directed  a 
work  of  righteousness,  and  that  between 
these  two  forces  there  is  an  eternal  conflict 
with  the  price  of  the  human  soul  as  the  stake. 
The  scriptures  declare  it  to  be  so.  SaUn 
commands  a  mighty  force  —  tangible  and 


r.al  although  not  always  discernable  by 
sight,  and  under  whose  masterful  direction 
there  goes  forward  constantly  a  propaganda 
of  lying  and  deceit.  One  of  the  most  potent 
of  his  lies  is  described  by  a  prophet: 

"Others  he  flattereth  away,  and  telleth  thern 
'here  is  no  hell;  and  he  saith  unto  them:  I  am 
no  devil,  for  there  is  none — and  thus  he 
whispereth  in  their  ears,  until  he  grasps  them 
with  his  awful  chains  from  whence  there  is  no 
deliverance."   (II  Ne.   28:22). 

Jesus  Christ  is  the  captain  of  Israel's  host 
employing  even  mightier  forces,  both  visible 
and  invisible.  His  mightiest  propaganda  is 
truth,  the  complete  embodiment  of  which 
is  found  in  the  fulness  of  the  gospel  o,f  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  missionary  to  the  Gentiles,  Paul  the 
apostle,  declares  the  reality  of  this  individual 
spiritual  warfare  and  urges  us  to  arm  for 
the  conflict.     Here  are  his  words: 

Be  Strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  power  of 
his  might.  Put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the  wiles  of 
the  devil.  For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and 
blood,  but  against  principalities,  against  the 
rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this  world,  against 
spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places.  Wherefore 
take  un*o  you  the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye 
may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and 
having  done  all,   to  stand. — Eph.  6:  10- 1  J. 

Note  carefully  that  the  Apostle  Paul's 
declaration  implies  that  our  most  deadly 
contest  in  life  is  not  with  human  enemies 
which  may  come  with  guns,  with  army 
tanks,  or  bombing  planes  to  destroy  us,  but 
that  our  eternal  struggle  is  with  enemies 
which  strike  out  of  darkness  and  may  not 
be  perceived  by  human  senses. 

Then  the  Apostle  Paul  demonstrates  his 
great  ability  as  an  inspired  teacher  as  he 
pictures  each  of  us  as  a  warrior  being  clothed 
with  the  essential  armour  to  protect  the  four 
parts  of  the  human  body  which  apparently 
Satan  and  his  hosts  by  their  vigilant  spy 
system,  have  found  to  be  the  most  vulnerable

PRESIDENT  DAVID  O. 
MCKAY  became  the  first  Presi- 
dent of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  to  be 
so  honoured  by  a  University  out- 
side of  the  state  of  Utah  when 
he  delivered  the  commencement 
address  to  the  Temple  University 
in  Pennsylvania.  President 
McKay  was  presented  with  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  by  the  Temple  University. 
With  this  bestowal  of  an  honor- 
ary degree  Pres.  McKay  will  have 
received  four  such  degrees,  which 
includes  a  Doctor  of  Laws  degree 
from  the  Utah  State  Agricul- 
ture College;  Doctor  of  Humani- 
ties degree  from  the  Brigham 
Young  University,  and  Doctor  of 
Letters  Degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah. 

IN  TOKYO,  JAPAN,  a  new 
English  speaking  branch  has 
been  organised  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Pres.  Vinal  G.  Mauss  of 
the  Japanese  Mission. 

Known  as  the  Tokyo  Service 
Branch  the  new  organisation 
already  has  a  membership  of 
over  200,  all  of  whom  are  service- 
men or  American  civilians  em- 
ployed by  the  defense  depart- 
ment or  other  agencies  in  the 
vicinity  of  Tokyo  and  Yokohama. 
The  Tokyo  Branch  averages  from 
75  to  90  per  cent  in  Branch 
Teaching  and  holds  four  weekly 
Sunday  Schools,  five  mid-week 
MIA  fireside  classes,  a  Relief 
Society  meeting,  and  a  central 
sacrament    meeting    every    week. 

LOS  ANGELES,  CALIF.— 
General  interest  in  Church  Wel- 
fare centered  last  month  in  the 
Southern  California  area  where 
the  13  stakes  of  that  region  were 
represented  by  over  7,000  church 
members  and  their  friends  who 
banded  together  for  several 
meetings  and  a  dedication  of  the 
large  new  Bishop's  Storehouse 
Building.  The  storehouse  will 
soon  be  filled  with  a  stock  of 
commodities  produced  for  the 
most  part  by  church  members, 
which  will  be  available  for 
Bishops  to  distribute.  This 
regional  centre  for  So.  Calif,  is  a 


huge  ranch  of  540  acres,  situated 
near  Perris,  about  90  miles  inland 
from  L.A.  The  ranch  was  pur- 
chased by  the  church  from  Louis 
B.  Meyer,  movie  executive,  and 
is  well  equipped  with  an  under- 
ground irrigation  system,  a  con- 
verted race  track  to  be  used  for 
athletic  purposes,  a  chapel,  barns, 
homes,  etc.  It  will  challenge  the 
initiative  of  more  than  60,000 
Latter-day  Saints  in  that  area. 

NAUVOO,  ILLINOIS.  —  Last 
month,  105  years  after  having 
been  driven  out  on  Feb.  4,  1846, 
the  church  turned  its  face  again 
toward  Nauvoo  and  returned 
officially  by  the  opening  of  a 
modest  Bureau  of  Information 
on  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
Nauvoo  Temple  block. 

The  newly  appointed  directors 
of  the  bureau,  Elder  and  Mrs. 
W.  F.  Hogan,  of  Utah,  have 
established  a  missionary  service 
for  the  thousands  of  tourists  who 
visit  Nauvoo  each  year.

AN  ETERNAL  PRINCIPLE

"For  unto  whomsoever  much  is  given,  of 
him  shall  be  much  required:  and  to  whom 
men  have  committed  much,  of  him  they  will 
ask  the  more.  (Luke  12:48). 

We  are  the  heirs  of  the  teaching  of  Jesus 
Christ,  yet  if  we  are  to  achieve  spiritual 
growth  the  gospel  must  become  living  scrip- 
ture. Jesus  must  come  out  from  the  dead 
pages  and  talk  to  us  about  our  problems, 
challenge  us  in  our  thinking,  and  encourage 
us  in  our  living.  It  is  not  enough  that  He 
should  have  done  this  for  our  fathers;  we 
must  truly  seek  Him  to  do  it  for  us.  This 
he  will  gladly  do  if  we  truly  seek  Him,  for 
he  has  said:  "Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given 
you;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find,  knock,  and  it 
shall  be  opened  unto  you."  We  have  the 
privilege  to  choose  from  among  our  many 
thoughts  and  from  a  rich  supply  of  oppor- 
tunities furnished  by  nature,  society,  and 
God.  the  thoughts  and  plan  of  action  which 
will  contribute  toward  the  building  of  that 
ideal  person  we  hope  to  be.  This  larger 
freedom  is  obtained  by  casting  aside,  if 
necessary,  choice  in  trivial  matters  and  en- 
tering into  an  unselfish  co-operative  en- 
deavour with  man,  the  forces  of  nature,  and 
God.  Above  all,  however,  we  would  want 
to  be  free  to  usurp  the  freedom  of  others. 

Righteousness  was  the  passion  of  Christ's 
life.  He  could  not  expect  less  from  His  fol- 
lowers. A  compromise  on  the  basis  of  a 
greater  liberality  in  the  matters  of  en- 
thusiasm, righteousness,  and  devotion  would 
have  weakened  His  example,  leadership  and 
love.  He  would  offer  and  expect  only  the 
best;  He  would  have  us  take  up  the  cross 
and  carrv  it  with  decision;   He  would  have

us  purify  our  hearts  by  purging  out  all 
pretense  and  hypocrisy;  He  would  have  us 
place  our  hand  to  the  plow  and  not  turn 
back.  There  must  be  some  absolute  de- 
votion to  truth  and  righteousness,  and  un- 
compromising demand  for  both  —  an  inner 
and  outer  righteousness. 

Christ  recognizes  that  we  must  s:t  up 
ways  of  evaluation,  but  He  warns  against 
setting  ourselves  up  as  judges.  As  a  pro- 
tection against  our  being  deceived,  He  sug- 
gested this  simple  test:  "Ye  shall  know  them 
by  their  fruits." 

To  the  disciples  which  believed  on  Him, 
the  Master  said:  "Ye  are  the  salt  of  the 
earth  ...  ye  are  the  light  of  the  world." 
Then  He  followed  with:  "Let  your  light  so 
shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see  your 
good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which 
is  in  Heaven"  (Mctt.  5: 13,  14.  16). 

Each  person  today,  old  and  young  alike, 
stands  in  relationship  to  his  future  posterity 
as  did  Abraham  to  his  future  progeny  many 
centuries  ago.  By  his  proving  faithful  in 
all  things  the  Lord  blessed  him  and  pro- 
nounced the  highest  blessings  on  his 
posterity.  We  can  show  our  appreciation 
and  gratitude  to  our  faithful  fathers  and 
mothers  of  bygone  days  no  better  than  by  so 
living  that  all  these  promised  blessings  may 
be  preserved  through  us  and  passed  on  to  our 
children.  We  should  keep  our  bodies  clean 
and  pure  and  undefiled.  for  only  so  can 
we  receive  the  companionship  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and   divine  direction   from   on   High. 

What  a  challenge  we  of  todav  have!  We 
i  re  the  heirs  to  the  blessings  of  all  ages,  the 
custodian  of  the  blessings  for  fhs:  future. 
Surely  the  Lord  must  have  loved  the  spirits 
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who  were  sent  to  the  earth  to  be  born  in 
the  Kingdom  of  God,  on  earth,  in  this 
generation  and  day.  So  much  is  dependant 
upon  the  Latter-day  disciples  of  Christ  re- 
maining true  to  their  mission.  We  have  b:en 
selected  because  the  Lord  knew  we  would 
not  fail;  and  yet  opposing  us  on  all  sides 
are  the  direst  temptations  and  sins.  Only  by 
holding  fcst  to  the  truth  and  living  worthy 
lives  can  we  prevail. 

"For  ye  are  lawful  heirs,  according  to  the 
flesh,  and  have  been  hid  from  the  world 
with  Christ  in  God  .  .  .  Therefore  blessed 
are  ye  if  ye  continue  in  my  goodness,  a 
light  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  through  this 
Priesthood  a  saviour  unto  my  people  Israel" 
(D.  &C.  86:9,  11). 

"Today  more  than  ever  before  in  the 
history  of  the  church,"  reads  the  message 
of  the  First  Presidency,  "we  must  bring  the 
full  force  of  righteous  living  of  our  people 
and  the  full  influence  of  the  spiritual  power 
and  responsibility  of  the  Holy  Priesthood, 
to  combat  the  evil  forces  which  Satan  has 
let  loose  among  the  people  of  the  earth. 
We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  desperate  struggle 
between  truth  and  error,  and  truth  will 
finally  prevail." 

Latter-day  Saints  are  of  noble  lineage, 
and  a  royal  race,  much  is  required  of  them. 
Their  mission  is  to  be  saviours  of  mankind. 
Israel  must  be  gathered  and  purified  and 
taught  the  gospel,  both  upon  the  earth  and 
in  the  spirit  world. 

Here  we  prove  ourselves  through  service 
as  well  as  through  obedience  to  the  laws  of 
the  gospel.  It  is  not  sufficient  that  we  be 
good,  that  is,  that  we  do  not  violate  the  law, 
and  only  observe  the  regulations  required 
of  laymen  in  the  church.  He  that  does 
nothing  is  good  for  nothing  —  there  should 


be  no  laymen  in  the  church.  The  Lord 
said  to  the  Laodiceans:  "/  know  thy  works 
that  thou  art  neither  cold  nor  hot  .  .  .  so 
then  because  thou  art  lukewarm,  and  neither 
cold  nor  hot,  I  will  spew  thee  out  of  my 
mouth"  (Rev.  3:15-16). 

An  Apostle  in  this  latter  despensation  has 
said:  "We  need  to  be  humble.  We  need 
to  be  greatful.  We  need  as  families  to  kneel 
in  family  prayer,  night  and  morning.  Just 
a  few  words  added  to  the  blessing  of  the 
food,  which  is  becoming  in  some  parts,  is 
not  enough.  We  need  to  get  onto  our 
knees  in  prayer  and  gratitude.  We  need 
the  spirit  of  reverence  in  our  houses  of 
worship.  We  need  to  keep  the  Sabbath 
Day  Holy. 

"If  we  keep  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord,  we  will  refrain  from  joining  secret 
orders  or  lodges.  Our  first  allegiance  will  be 
to  the  Church.  We  will  attend  our  meetings. 
We  will  pay  our  tithes  and  offerings.  We 
will  respond  to  the  calls  in  the  church.  We 
will  read  the  scriptures  in  our  homes.  We 
will  not  violate  the  sacred  covenants  we  have 
made  in  the  waters  of  baptism.  We  will 
become  saviours  on  Mount  Zion  in  very 
deed." 

"This  life  is  the  time  for  men  to  prepare  to 
meet  God;  yea,  behold  the  day  of  this  life 
is  the  day  for  men  to  perform  their  labours." 
(Alma  34: 32). 

However,  all  men  have  the  God-given 
right  to  think  and  believe  as  they  will,  and 
all  men  have  the  God-given  responsibility  to 
render  an  accounting,  sometime,  somewhere, 
for  the  things  which  they  choose  to  think 
or  believe. 

Truly,  growth  is  an  eternal  principle,  and 
doing  God's  will  an  enduring  quest!

The  Church  Presidency  has  specifically 
charged  the  Primary  Association  with  three 
main  responsibilities  to  the  children  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
These  are: 

1.  The  carrying  on  of  a  week  day  religious 
programme. 

2.  Directing  of  the  leisure  and  recreational 
activities  of  children. 

3.  The  teaching  of  right  habits  of  health 
by  means  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom  and 
in  the  direction  of  recreation. 

The  Primary  Association  is  a  week-day 
religious  organization  for  boys  and  girls  in 
the  age  group  from  four  to  eleven  years  in- 
clusive. 

It  is  a  way  of  teaching  children  religion 
without  the  aid  of  the  Sabbath  day  atmos- 
phere, and  makes  them  realize  that  the 
gospel  is  not  only  to  be  discussed  and  lived 
fully  on  the  Sabbath,  but  on  other  days  as 
well.  It  establishes  a  footing  on  which  to 
build  their  spiritual  future.  The  children 
will  see  that  the  gospel  does  not  "cramp  a 
fellow's  style"  or  make  a  normally  happy 
child  into  a  glum  little  creature  who  feels 
that  the  nearer  he  draws  to  Jesus  Christ 
the  more  "bound"  he  will  become  by  laws 
end  ordinances.  On  the  contrary  he  will  be 
shown  that  to  know  the  truth  is  to  be  free. 
Children,  naturally  and  openly,  seek  happi- 
ness and  enjoyment  in  whatever  they  do. 


and  wherever  they  go.  It  is  one  of  the  main 
objectives  of  the  Primary  Association  to 
guide  them  in  this  direction  in  a  righteous 
manner;  to  give  them  the  philosphy  of  life 
taught  by  the  Master,  in  a  form  which  they 
will  readily  understand  and  be  able  to  put 
into  practise.  They  will  find  that  to  live  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  fully,  is  to  gain  the 
maximum  nmount  of  happiness  in  our  lives. 

At  this  very  impressionable  age  many 
habits  are  formed  which  become  life-long. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  wait  till  our  children 
become  more  mature  to  teach  them  how  to 
order  their  lives.  Primary  teaches  children 
high  ideals  in  life  and  a  love  and  con- 
sideration for  others  at  all  times.  Solomon 
in  his  wisdom  said:  "Train  up  a  child  in  the 
way  he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old  he  will 
not  depart  from  it." 

Many  happy  experiences  are  enjoyed 
where  children  work  and  play  together,  with 
one  aim  in  view,  as  they  are  led  and  guided 
by  teachers  with  sincere  testimonies  of  the 
gospel  and  who  have  the  spirit  of  the  Lord 
with  them  in  their  work. 

The  main  part  of  each  lesson  period  is 
devoted  to  helping  to  build  up  Faith  in  the 
children,  the  rest  is  devoted  to  self- 
expression  and  activity.  Games,  group 
dances,  drawing,  handwork,  singing, 
recitation  and  public  speaking  are  some  of 
the  things  children  are  encouraged  to  do. 
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In  Primary  meetings  all  lessons  and  activi- 
ties are  intended  to  help  the  child  get  a  cor- 
rect set  of  values  in  life.  It  also  guides  his 
early  taste  in  art,  culture',  music,  literature 
and  the  hundred  and  one  other  choices  he 
has  to  make  each  day.  Brigham  Young 
once  said:  "All  that  is  Truth  and 
Beauty  can  be  said  to  belong  to  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ."  We  strive  to  let 
our  children  realize  the  beauty  of  the  gospel 
and  of  all  things  around  them,  and  to  help 
them  to  make  this  beauty  a  part  of  their 
lives. 

Membership  in  the  church  is  not  a 
prerequisite  to  taking  part  in  the  activities 
of  Primary,  and  Latter-day  Saints  encourage 
the  attendance  of  all  children  of  the  com- 
munity who  might  possibly  be  interested. 
Very  often  a  little  child  carrying  to  his  home 
a  lovely  thought  found  in  a  Primary  lesson 
will  be  the  means  of  awakening  a  desire  in 
the  hearts  of  his  parents  to  know  more  of  the 
gospel. 

The  Primary  motto  is  "Faith  and  Ser- 
vice." We  could  not  wish  for  higher  or 
finer  ideals  for  our  children  at  this  stage  of 
their  lives,  indeed  we  as  adults  could  work 
out  higher  destinies  for  ourselves  by  paying 
some  attention  to  this  little  phrase!  Faith 
in  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  one  of  the 
Lord's  choicest  gifts  to  man,  and  only 
Heavenly  inspiration  guided  King  Benjamin 
to  say:  "When  you  are  in  the  service  of  your 
fellow  beings  you  are  only  in  the  service  of 
vour  God." 


BAPTISMAL  SERVICES  HELD  IN

On  a  wonderful  Sunday  morning,  June 
17,  1951,  members  as  well  as  investigators 
drove  out  to  the  Spear  farm  to  witness  the 
baptismal  and  confirmation  ordinances  of 
the  faith.  Besides  the  ten  persons  who 
entered  into  the  waters  of  baptism,  four  in- 
fants were  blessed. 

What  a  day  in  the  name  of  the  Lord!  The 
hearts  of  the  converts  to  the  church  were 
happy  to  the  very  core  and  their  eyes 
beamed  with  tears  of  joy  to  know  they  were 
now  members  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  upon 
the  earth  in  the  fullness  of  times.

4.     A  helmet  on  your  head. 

These  instructions  take  on  full  significance 
when  it  is  remembered  th?  loins  are  those 
portions  of  the  body  between  the  lower 
ribs  and  the  hips  in  which  are  located  the 
vital  generative  organs,  and  also  that  in  the 
scriptures  and  other  inspired  writings  the 
loins  symbolize  virtue  or  moral  purity  and 
vital  strength;  the  heart  suggests  our  daily 
conduct  in  life,  for  as  the  Master  taught: 
"For  out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart 
the  mouth  speaketh,  a  good  man  .... 
bringeth  forth  good  things  and  an  evil  man 
....  bringeth  forth  evil  things"  (Matt.  12: 
34-35). 

The  feet  typify  the  course  you  chart  in 
life.  The  head,  of  course,  represents  vour 
intellect.  But  now  pay  careful  heed  to  the 
fabric  from  which  the  various  parts  of  your 
armour  are  to  be  fashioned.  Truth  is  to  be 
the  substance  of  which  the  girdle  about 
your  loins  is  to  be  formed  if  your  virtue 
and  vital  strength  is  to  be  safeguarded. 
How  can  truth  protect  you  from  one  of 
the  deadliest  of  all  evils,  unchastity?  First, 
for  a  definition  of  truth:  Truth  is  know- 
ledge of  things  as  they  are.  and  as  they  were, 
end  as  they  are  to  come"  (D.  &  C.  93:24). 
Now  consider  for  a  few  moments  the  essen- 
tial knowledge  which  will  put  to  flight 
immorality,  the  ever  present  enemy  of 
youth:  Man  and  woman  are  the  offspring 
of  God  and  created  after  his  own  image  and 
likeness  as  mortal  brings.  One  of  the  first 
commandments  given  to  our  first  mortal 
parents,"  to  multiply  and  to  replenish  the 
earth,"  has  been  repeated  as  a  sacred  in- 
struction to  every  faithful  Latter-day  Saint 
young  man  and  woman  married  in  holy 
wedlock.  To  the  end  that  this  sacred  pur- 
pose of  parenthood  be  realized,  our  Creator 
has  placed  within  the  breast  of  every  true 
man  and  woman  a  strong  mutual  attraction 


tor  each  other  which  aquaintaiu  c  ripens  in 
friendship,   thence  through  the  romance  qJ 

courtship,  and  finally  matured  into  happy 
marriage.  Hut  now  mark  you,  never  once 
has  God  issued  such  a  command  to  un- 
married persons]  Indeed  to  the  contrary, 
he  has  written  high  on  the  decalogue  of 
crime  and  second  only  to  murder,  the  divine 
injunction:  "Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery!  "  (and  unquestionably  interpreted 
to  mean  all  unlawful  sexual  association  in- 
asmuch as  the  Master  used  interchangeably, 
the  words  adultery  and  fornication  in 
defining  sexual  impurity,  and  severely  con- 
demned in  every  dispensation  by  authorized 
church  leaders). 

Those  who  make  themselves  worthy  and 
enter  into  the  new  and  everlasting  covenant 
of  marriage  in  the  temple  for  time  and  all 
eternity  will  be  laying  the  first  cornerstone 
for  an  eternal  family  home  in  the  Celestial 
Kingdom  which  will  last  forever.  Their  re- 
ward is  to  have  "grory  added  upon  their 
heads  forever  and  forever."  These  eternal 
truths,  if  you  believe  them  with  all  your  soul, 
will  be  as  a  girdle  of  armour  about  your 
loins  to  safeguard  your  virtues  as  you  would 
protect  your  life. 

But  now  again  may  I  put  you  on  guard 
as  to  Satan's  methods  used  in  an  attempt 
to  destroy  you.  The  Lord,  after  giving 
us  the  definition  of  truth  as  quoted  above, 
said  this:  "And  whatsover  is  more  or  less 
than  this  is  the  spirit  of  that  wicked  one 
who  was  a  liar  from  the  beginning."  When 
you  are  prompted  to  immodesty  in  dress  or 
to  unclean  or  obscene  speech  or  brazen 
conduct  in  your  courtship,  you  are  playing 
Satan's  game  and  are  becoming  the  victim 
of  his  lying  tongue.  Just  so  if  you  allow 
the  vain  theories  of  men  to  cause  you  to 
doubt  your  relationship  to  God,  the  divine 
purpose  of  marriage,  and  your  future 
prospects  for  eternity,  you  are  being 
victimized  by  the  master  of  lies  because  all 
such  is  contrary  to  truth  which  saves  you 
from  these  perils. 

Now,  what  about  the  breastplate  which 
will  safeguard  your  heart  or  your  conduct 
in  life?  The  Apostle  Paul  says  that 
breastplate  shall  be  made  of  a  stuff  called 
righteousness.  The  righteous  man  although 
far  superior  to  his  fellows  who  are  not,  is 
humble  and  does  not  parade  his  righteous- 
ness  to  be  seen   of   men   but   conceals   his 
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virtues  as  he  would  modestly  conceal  his 
nudity.  The  righteous  man  strives  for  self- 
improvement  knowing  that  he  has  daily- 
need  of  repentance  for  his  misdeeds  or 
neglect.  He  is  not  so  much  concerned  about 
what  he  can  get  but  more  about  how  much 
he  can  give  to  others,  knowing  that  along 
:that  course  only  he  can  find  true  happiness. 
He  endeavours  to  make  each  day  his  master- 
piece so  that  at  night's  close  he  can  witness 
in  his  soul  and  to  his  God  that  whatever 
has  come  to  his  hand  that  day,  he  has  done 
to  the  best  of  his  ability.  His  body  is  not 
dissipated  and  weakened  by  the  burdens 
imposed  by  the  demands  of  riotous  living; 
his  judgment  is  not  rendered  faulty  by  the 
follies  of  youth;  he  is  clear  of  vision,  keen 
of  intellect  and. strong  of  body.  The  breast- 
plate of  righteousness  has  given  him  "the 
strength  of  ten  —  because  his  heart  is 
clean." 

But  to  continue  with  your  coat  of  armour. 
Your  feet,  which  are  to  represent,  your  goals 
or  objectives  in  life,  are  to  be  shod.  Shod 
with  what?  "With  the  preparation  of  the 
gospel  of  peace."  The  apostle  who  wrote 
that  phrase  certainly  knew  life  from  actual 
experience  -r-  "preparation  of  the  gospel  of 
peace !  "  He  knew  that  preparedness  is  the 
way  to  :  victory  and  that  "eternal  vigilance 
is  the  price  of  safety."  Fear  is  the  penalty 
of  .  un preparedness  and  aimless  dawdling 
with  opportunity,  Whether  in  speech  or  in 
song,  whether  in  physical  or  moral  combat, 
the  tide  of  victory  rests  with  him  who  is 
prepared. 

The  old  philosophers  understood  the  im- 
portance of  having  the  preparation  begin 
in  the  formative  period  of  life  for  we  are 
admonished  to  "train  up  a  child  in  the  way 
he  should  go;  and  when  he  is  old,  he  will 
not  depart  from  it"  (Proverbs  22:6).  To 
point  out  this  same  truth  one  old  adage  de- 
clares: "If  you  follow  the  river  you  will 
reach  the  sea;"  and  another  which  suggest 
&:■  warning;--  "Following  the  course  of  least 
resistance  makes  men  and  rivers  crooked . ' ' 
'•  Embodied  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
were  the  straightforward  negative  injunctions 
divinely  given  to  the  great  law-giver  of 
Israel,  Moses,  —  Thou  shalt  not  .  .  .!"  to 
be  followed  later  by  the  positive  declarations 
in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  which  out- 
line a  veritable  blueprint  for  your  course 
through  life.  The  Gospel  Plan  enjoins  us 
to  the  observance  of  prayer,  to  walk  up- 
rightly,- to  honour  our .  parentage,  io  keep 
the  Sabbath-  Day  holy,  and  to  refrain  from 


idleness.  Happy  is  that  one  whose  feet 
are  shod  with  the  preparation  of  these 
teachings  from  his  youth  to  withstand  the 
evil  day.  He  has  found  the  way  to  peace 
by  "overcoming  the  world."  Such  a  one 
is  not  afraid  —  he  will  not  be  overcome  by 
a  surprise  attack  —  he  is  ready  for  any 
emergency  —  he  is  prepared! 

And  now  finally  to  the  last  piece  of  the 
prophet  teacher's  armoured  dress.  We  will 
put  a  helmet  upon  the  head.  Our  head  or 
our  intellect  is  the  controlling  member  of 
our  body.  It  must  be  well  protected  against 
the  enemy  for  "as  a  man  thinketh  in  his 
heart,  so  is  he."  But  now  in  order  for 
this  helmet  to  be  effective  it  must  be  of  an 
exquisite  design.  It  must  be  of  a  super- 
material  to  be  effective  in  our  eternal  con- 
flict. Ours  is  to  be  the  helmet  of  salvation." 
Salvations  means  the  attainment  of  the 
eternal  right  to  live  in  the  presence  of  God 
the  Father  a  nd  the  Son  as  a  reward  for  a 
good  life  in  mortality.  With  the  goal  of 
salvation  ever  in  our  mind's  eye  as  the 
ultimate  to  be  achieved,  our  thinking  and 
our  decisions  which  determine  action  will 
always  challenge  all  that  would  jeopardize 
that  glorious  future  state.  Lost  indeed  is 
that  soul  who  is  intellectually  without  the 
"helmet  of  salvation"  which  tells  him  that 
death  is  the  end  and  that  the  grave  is  a 
victory  over  life,  and  brings  to  defeat  the 
hopes,  the  aspirations,  and  the  accomplish- 
ments of  life.  Such  a  one  might  well  con- 
clude that  he  may  as  well  "eat,  drink,  and 
be  merry  for  tomorrow  we  die." 

The  conclusion  reached  by  a  committee  of 
eminent  divines  appointed  to  investigate  the 
cause  of  the  wave  of  "student  suicides" 
which  swept  over  the  country  a  few  years 
ago  was  veiy  significant.  The  summary  of 
their  findings  declared:  "The  philosophy 
of  the  students  who  took  their  lives  was 
such  that  they  had  never  given  religion  a 
serious  thought,  and  when  a  test  came, 
they  had  nothing  to  hold  fast  to." 

In  contrast  to  that  tragic  picture,  the  one 
who  confidently,  looks  forward  to  an  eternal 
reward  for  his  efforts  in  mortality  is  con- 
stantly sustained  through  his  deepest  trials; 
when  his  bank  fails,  he  does  not  commit 
suicide;  when  his  loved  ones  die,  he  does 
not  despair;  when  war  and  destruction 
dissipate  his  fortune,  he  does  not  falter.  He 
lives  above  his  world  and  never  loses  sight 
of  the  goal  of  his  salvation. 

Our  intellects,  so  protected,  must  always 
measure    learning    by    the    gospel    criteria: 
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Is  it  true?  Is  it  uplifting ?  Will  it  benefit 
mankind?  In  the  choices  of  life;  our  friends, 
our  education,  our  vocation,  our  companion 
in  marriage  —  all  these  and  more  must  be 
made  "with  an  eye  single  to  eternal  life.'' 
Our  thoughts  must  "smell  of  the  sunshine" 
if  our  association  would  be  inspiring  and 
uplifting.  If  we  would  refrain  from  murder, 
we  must  learn  not  to  become  angry;  if  we 
would  free  ourselves  from  sexual  sin,  we 
must  control  immoral  thoughts;  if  we  would 
avoid  the  penalty  of  imprisonment  for  theft, 
we  must  learn  not  to  covet.  So  taught  Jesus, 
the  Master  Teacher  and  our  Saviour — Mat. 
5:21-28. 

But  now  may  I  call  your  attention  to  one 
significant  fact  concerning  the  armour  with 
which  you  have  now  been  clothed.  You 
have  no  armour  whatsoever  to  protect  you 
from  the  rear.  Does  this  suggest  yet  another 
quality  essential  to  this  eternal  conflict  with 
"spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places?" 
Evidently  no  one  can  win  this  battle  run- 
ning from  the  enemy.  The  contest  must  be 
face  to  face.  There  must  be  no  retreat.  So 
came  the  clear  ringing  counsel  of  the  First 
Presidency  to  our  boys  during  the  last  World 
War:  "Boys,  keep  yourselves  clean!  Bet- 
ter die  clean  than  to  come  home  unclean." 
Courage  and  determination  and  continual 
aggressiveness  to  the  "battle  of  life"  else 
all  the  armour  in  the  world  suggested  for  our 
protection  would  be  of  no  avail.  Thus 
equipped  with  and  without  we  are  now 
ready. 

But  wait  a  moment!  Are  we  to  have  no 
weapons  with  which  to  fight?  Are  we  to  be 
mere  targets  for  the  enemy  to  attack.  Let's 
read  now  what  Paul,  the  great  apostle- 
teacher,  said  about  our  weapons: 

Above  all,  taking  the  shield  of  faith,  where- 
with ye  shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the  firey  darts 
of  the  wicked.  And  take  .  .  .  the  sword  of  the 
Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God. — Eph.  6:  16-17. 

May  I  attempt  to  describe  briefly  that 
shield  of  faith?  Faith  is  a  gift  from  God 
and  blessed  is  the  man  who  possesses  it. 
"He  who  carries  the  lamp  will  not  despair," 
wrote  one  of  the  great  industrial  leaders  with 
reference  to  a  business  crisis,  "no  matter 
how  dark  the  night.  That  lamp  I  call 
faith."  Suppose  we  examine  a  few  of  life's 
problems  to  see  just  how  effective  the  shield 
of  faith  can  be.  In  what  we  might  liken 
unto  a  great  "pincer  movement"  of  enemy- 
forces  to  encircle  us,  we  are  being  surfeited 
with  the  doctrine  that  we  can  get  "something 
for  nothing."  When  the  smoke  of  the 
present  frenzied  social  conflict  has  cleared 


away  and  the  carnage  resulting  therefrom 
carefully  counted,  we  shall  have  had  proved 
again  that  we  cannot  get  something  for 
nothing  and  continue  to  prosper,  and  that 
the  habit  of  giving  instead  of  getting  is  the 
way  to  happiness.  Then  our  faith  in  those 
tried  and  trusted  virtues  of  thrift,  self- 
sacrifice  and  frugality  will  have  triumphed 
over  the  vices  of  reckless  spending,  selfish- 
ness and  a  disregard  for  decent  standards  of 
common  civic  virtue  and  morality. 

Note  now  how  the  "shield  of  faith"  and 
the  sword  of  the  spirit  which  is  the  Word 
of  God,"  work  together,  perfectly  co- 
ordinated as  weapons  in  the  hands  of  one 
who  has  upon  him  the  '  'armour  of  righteous- 
ness." The  scriptures  declare:  "Faith 
cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing  by  the 
Word  of  God"  (Romans  10:17).  Just  as 
one  in  hand  to  hand  combat  with  only  a 
shield  and  without  a  sword  would  soon  be 
overcome,  just  so  without  the  Word  of  God 
from  the  scriptures  and  by  revelation,  our 
faith  becomes  weak  in  the  face  of 
modern  destructionists  who  call  themselves 
liberals."  Shielded  by  faith,  the  command- 
ments known  as  the  Decalogue  from  Mount 
Sinai  are  transformed  from  mere  platitudes 
of  a  philosopher  to  the  thundered  voice  of 
authority  from  on  High,  and  the  teachings 
of  the  scriptures  become  the  revealed  Word 
of  God  to  guide  us  to  our  Celestial  home. 
Obedience  to  civil  law  would  become  a  moral 
and  religious  obligation  as  well  as  a  civic 
duty,  if  we  believe  that  "the  powers  that 
are  ordained  of  God  and  Whosoever  there- 
fore resisteth  the  power,  resisteth  the 
ordinance  of  God." 

Armed  with  the  Word  of  God,  the 
shattered  dreams  of  youth  and  the  frustra- 
tions which  result  of  the  stresses  of  war  and^ 
the  vigours  of  life,  do  not  embitter  us  or 
stifle  our  ambitions  or  prompt  us  in  our 
despondecy  to  cry  out  in  despair:  "Oh. 
what's  the  use?"  Guided  by  faith  taught  by 
the  Word  of  God,  we  view  life  as  a  great 
by  "the  things  which  we  suffer,"  we  gain 
process  of  soul-training.  Under  the  ever 
watchful  eye  of  a  loving  Father  we  learn 
by  "the  things  which  we  suffer,"  we  gain 
strength  by  overcoming  obstacles  and 
conquer  fear  by  triumphant  victory  in 
places  where  danger  lurks.  By  faith,  as  the 
Word  of  God  teaches,  we  understand  that 
whatever  contributes  in  life  to  the  lofty 
standard  of  Jesus,  "Be  ye  therefore  perfect, 
even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  is

HOUSEHOLD  HINTS

Household  hints  make  world-wide  appeal 
to  the  housewives.  In  most  papers  or 
magazines  tucked  away  between  stories  of 
hair-raising  adventures,  heart-rending  love 
affairs,  or  cold  blooded  murders  can  be 
found  information  about  everyday  domestic 
troubles  and  how  to  remedy  or  prevent 
them.  These  hints  make  fascinating  read- 
ing and  provide  a  sane  oasis  in  the  midst 
of  the  mad  sensationalism  of  modern 
writing. 

Household  hints  appeal  to  readers  for 
various  reasons.  There  are  the  sympathetic 
type  who  feel  sorry  for  Mrs.  Jones  on  read- 
ing that  she  dropped  a  bottle  of  ink  on  her 
best  carpet  and  are  happy  to  know  that 
her  husband  will  not  face  financial  ruin  by 
the  price  of  a  new  carpet  as  all  Mrs.  Jones 
has  to  do  is  throw  a  quantity  of  salt  on  the 
stain,  rub  it  in  well  and  repeat  the  process 
until  the  ink  is  all  taken  up  by  the  salt. 
Or  if  candle  grease  has  been  spilt  on  the 
carpet  all  that  is  required  is  a  piece  of  blot- 
ting paper  placed  on  the  spot  and  a  hot 
iron  held  over  it  and  once  more  happiness 
returns  to  the  domestic  scene. 

Then  there  is  the  harassed  mother  who 
struggles  continuously  with  the  family 
budget  and  the  antics  of  little  Johnny. 
Trees,  wet  paint,  bloody  noses,  etc.,  make 
short  work  of  the  former  and  as  for  the 
latter  he  is  a  fountain  of  new  ideas  of  how 
to  ruin  clothes,  furniture  and  a  mother's 
patience.  To  her  household  hints  are  a 
means  of  survival  and  she  reads  avidly  of 
how  ink  will  disappear  from  linen  if 
rubbed  well  with  half  a  ripe  tomato,  or 
that  turpentine  will  remove  paint  from 
clothes  more  easily  if  mixed  with  equal 
parts  of  ammonia  and  the  spots  saturated 
two  or  three  times  before  being  washed. 
Those  blood  stains  vanish  in  cold  soap  suds 
to  which  a  little  kerosene  has  been  added, 
and  grass  stains  should  be  rubbed  in 
trade  and  afterwards  washed  in  tepid 
water.  And  if  Johnny  should  take  to  arson 
mother  may  be  grateful  to  know  that  his 


clothes  can  be  rendered  uninflammable  by 
adding  1  part  of  tungstate  of  soda  to  3  parts 
of  dry  starch  and  used  in  ordinary  way,  or 
that  1  oz.  of  alum  added  to  rinsing 
water  will  make  clothes  practically  un- 
inflammable. They  would  smoulder  very 
slowely  but  never  burst  into  flame,  which 
perhaps,  is  all  Johnny  deserves. 

Others  who  are  interested  in  the  house- 
hold hints  columns  are  the  economical 
souls  who  either  through  dire  necessity 
or  Scottish  ancestry  spend  much  time 
scraping  here  and  sewing  there.  They 
battle  with  stout  hearts  and  grim  deter- 
mination against  that  dreaded  monster,  the 
cost  of  living,  which  is  forever  rearing  its 
ugly  head  amongst  us  these  days.

That  dried 
orange  peel  or  bacon  rind  make  useful  fire- 
lighters. Your  coal  last  much  longer  if  a 
bucket  of  water  in  which  1  lb.  of  common 
washing  soda  has  been  dissolved  and 
sprinkled  well  over  their  supply  in  the  cel- 
lar or  back  yard.  Many  other  gems  are 
entered  in  their  neat  little  note  books  to 
be  digested  and  applied  when  the  occasion 
arises. 

And  so  whoever  you  are  and  wherever 
you  live  there  is  a  host  of  useful  know- 
ledge to  be  obtained  by  paying  more  atten- 
tion to  the  many  household  hints  that  come 
your  way.  They  might  contribute  greatly 
towards  domestic  bliss  but  do  not  become 
over  keen  as  after  all  too  much  interest  in 
this  sort  of  thing  might  lead  you  to  apply 
the  ink  to  the  carpet  just  to  see  if  the 
remedy  really  works,  and  curbing  Johnny's 
arson  inclinations  might  prove  less 
dangerous  than  encouaging  him  out  of 
sheer  curiosity!

PASTRY: 

To  one  cup  of  flour  add  1  generously  rounded  tablespoon  full 
of  shortening,  1  pinch  of  salt,  1/6  teaspoon  baking  powder,  and 
mix  with  water  to  a  pliable  pastry.  Use  about  1  cup  of  flour  for 
two  good-sized  pasties.     Cut  into  a  round  shape. 

FILLING: 

Cut  thin  pieces  of  potato  and  put  near  centre  of  crust  or 
where  fold  will  be.  Dice  onion  on  top  of  potato  (about  one  onion 
per  pasty).  Salt  and  pepper,  then  put  on  thinly  sliced  rump  steak 
I  to  1£  inch  thick.  Cover  onion  and  potatoes  with  meat.  Salt 
and  pepper.  Then  slightly  sprinkle  with  flour  and  put  two  pieces 
of  butter  on  top  of  meat.  Wet  edge  of  pastry  and  fold  over  to 
a  half-moon  shape.  Pinch  edge  and  twist.  Make  a  hole  in  the 
top. 

Cook  1  to  \\  hours  at  400  degrees  for  15  minutes  to  start,  then.     I 
to  250-300.
